Since then I have been follow¬ 
ing up fire matters rather closely and 
rind that the council and the tire com¬ 
mittee have no easy task in attempting 
to dispose of the various problems which 
confront them. The further one in¬ 
vestigates and the more one talks with 
those vitally interested, the greater be¬ 
comes the problem. To satisfy all parties 
would necessitate a fifre committee w hose 
membership included a Solomon, a 
Demosthenes, a Napoleon and a Glad 
stone. 

It may appear to the casual observer 
that the delays in acting are inexcusable 
but when one pelves underneath the 
surface and hears the endless variety of 
advice, suggestion and criticism that is 
so lavishly heaped upon the heads of the 
fire committee members, one wonders, 
not that they delay action, but they have 
the temerity to act at all. 

With the foregoing explanation I 
shall proceed to do a little suggesting 
myself. Horses have been obtained, I 
am informed, to pull the new chemical 
wagon for Phoenix Hose Company and 
^ the question has arisen who shall be the 
driver. If, as has* been* intimated, the 
council intends to erect ao addition to 
Central fire house for a stable, and have 
a man on duty twenty-one hours out of 
twenty-four, the range of selection is 
narrowed greatly. It will be conceded 
by all that the man chosen should be 
a Bloomfield fireman. The great 
majority will say. that, other require¬ 
ments permitting, he should be selected 
from the members of Phoenix Hose 
Company. What are these other require¬ 
ments? First, a knowledge of anil 
kindness for horses; second, a sufficient 
amount of physical strength; and third, 
courage, physical, mental and moral. 

The man chosen should be neither a 
Busiris nor a Bacchus, but rather an 
Ajax and a Mentor.
